THE British National Party has renewed its call for 
restoration of capital punishment following the 
brutal slaying of an innocent young woman. 


Last month, Curtis Howard, 
an American national, was 
found guilty of the killing of 
British student Catherine 
Ayling three years ago. 
Catherine had met 
Howard briefly during an 
exchange visit to the United 
States. She was persuaded to 
go on a dinner date with him 
— friends said she did it in 
order not to appear ‘racist’. 


STALKING 


But Howard became 
besotted with the girl and 
began pestering and stalking 
her relentlessly. 

When she returned to 
Britain, he secretly followed 
her. After breaking into her 
family’s home and making 
threats, Howard was arrested 
and thrown out of Britain. 


FALSE PASSPORT 


But making use of 
Britain’s non-existent entry 
controls, he re-entered the 
country on a false passport. 

Howard then tracked 
idown Catherine Ayling at 
college and savagely stabbed 
her to death. 

_ As this newspaper goes to 
print, an Old Bailey judge is 
considering the sentence 
which will be given. 

But whatever the sentence 
passed, Catherine Ayling’s 
family will have to live with 
the fear that Howard might 
eventually escape or be 
released from jail, thus 


putting their lives at risk 
again. 

The cost of keeping a 
dangerous killer in jail is 
substantial — one estimate 
puts it at up to fifty thousand 
pounds per year. In twenty . 
years, therefore, the tax- 
payer would have to fork out. 
a million pounds for the 
privilege of keeping a 
murderer in conditions of 
luxury. 

Quite apart from the huge 
financial cost to the taxpayer 
is the moral question of 
whether the punishment 
should fit the crime. 


BOASTING 


How often do we hear of 
vicious murderers, child- 
killers or rapists boasting of a 
life of luxury behind bars, 
while their victims have no 
such privilege? 

Murderers behind bars 
have the prospect of eventual 
release under Britain’s soft 
judicial system, but their 
victims do not. 3 

The British National Party 
therefore agrees with the 
eighty-six per cent of British 
people who say: restore 
capital punishment. 


MURDER

and is now ‘‘barely 5,000 annually.’ 


HUMBUG 


This is the type of reassuring 
humbug which has been pumped out 
by the Tory, Labour and Liberal 
establishment for the past four 
decades. 

Since the 1950s, when mass 
immigration began, arrivals from the 
New Commonwealth and other parts 
of the third world have steadily 
increased. 


MISLEADING 


The figures on immigration 
usually quoted by politicians are, to 
put it mildly, extremely misleading. 
The Home Office figure for people 
‘‘accepted for settlement’’ in 1993 
was 55,500. In other words, these 
were migrants given permanent right 
iof residence in the UK. 

Yet these ‘official’ immigrants are 
only a portion of the actual number of 
people who arrive in Britain for 
permanent residence. i 

Labour migrants (around 30,000 
each year) and their dependents 
(around 15,000) can enter with wor 
permits of up to four years without 
being counted in the official 
settlement figures.Many simply have 
their permits extended in order to 
stay in Britain for a longer term. 


‘ASYLUM’ CON 


By far the biggest immigration 
con is the so-called ‘asylum’ 
legislation. This is a very useful way 
for politiċians to allow huge numbers 
of immigrants to by-pass the official 
statistics. l 

Put simply, anyone in the world 
can come to Britain and stay for at 
least two years if they claim to be a 
political ‘refugee’. The perpetual civil 
wars and conflicts in Africa and Asia 
in effect allows anyone from those 
regions to be a ‘refugee’. 

In 1993 22,370 ‘refugees’ pitched 
up in Britain. Of these, seven per 
cent were allowed to remain 
permanently in Britain and a further 
47 per cent were given ‘‘exceptional 
leave’’ to remain. In other words, 
over twelve thousand ‘refugees’ were 
allowed to take up permanent 
residence — yet only 5,620 of these 
persons feature as ‘“‘acceptances’’ in 
the 1993 statistics, and none of their 
dependents. 


EXPELLED 


And what of the 45 per cent who 
are refused ‘refugee’ status? Less 
than a tenth are eventually expelled 
from the UK. Almost all are able to — 
stay, usually on an illegal basis. | 
Again, these people do not count as 
‘official’ immigrants, because 
‘officially’ they have not been given 
permission to stay. Simple, isn’t it? 

According to David Coleman, 
Oxford University lecturer in 
population trends, ‘‘a realistic but still 
imperfect figure’’ for annual 


immigration would be around 80,000: 
per year. 

Even by adding up the large 
numbers of immigrants who enter 
legally, the exact number can never 
be known because there is no way to 
quantify the huge number of illegal 
entrants. 


ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 


About 6,000 are dealt with as 
illegal immigrants each year, but 
most officials accept that this is just a 
fraction of the number who go 
undetected. According to a recent 
report in the Mail on Sunday, ‘‘as 
many as 100,000 illegal immigrants 
settle in Britain each year.” 

To quote David Coleman again: 
‘‘Continuing immigration is not just a 
‘mopping up’ process of old oblig- 
ations. It has a new dynamic behind it 
from new marriages, asylum claim- 


ants and other sources. Immigrants 


can enter for one, short term pretext | 
(tourism, visiting relatives) then stay 
long term on a different basis (study, 


marriage, asylum).”’

JUST two months ago in a special 
by-election edition of BN we warned 
of the threat to Dagenham’s car 
industry from far-eastern imports. 

Britain’s last mass-production car 
firm, Rover, has now been taken over 
by the German multi-national BMW, 
and Britain has therefore in effect lost 
control over her motor industry. 

It is therefore with considerable 
alarm that British workers have learned 
of plans for Europe’s car-makers to 
switch production to the Far East. 
Indeed, many have already done so. 

The bowl-of-rice-a-day ‘coolie’ 
labour of the third world has led firms 
such as General Motors, BMW, Fiat, 
Ford, Renault and Volkswagen to set 
up shop in China, India, Viet Nam and 
Indonesia. 2

VOLKSWAGEN has already opened a factory in Shanghai 


third world labour, Fiat boss Giorgio 
Garuzzo said: ‘“‘We are earning good 
money now — huge money — we’re 
very, very happy.”’ 

The average weekly wage of a 
British car worker is around £200. In 
China it is around £6, and in Viet Nam 
just £3. . 


PROFITS 


It is therefore not surprising that 
manufacturers seek bigger profits by 
cutting wage costs. 

A British National Party govern- 
ment would never have let the UK car 
industry fall into the hands of the 
multi-nationals. The BNP would make 
it illegal for a foreign company to take 
over a British one, and would enforce 
strict import curbs to prevent unfair 
competition by third-world based 


companies. 

Britain’s car industry was one the 
envy of the world — precisely because 
our firms were protected from unfair. 
competition. The BNP believes it is 
futile to compete with countries who 
allow virtual slave labour. We would | 
ensure car production — and jobs —_ 
remained in Britain. 

Under a BNP government, most 
manufactured goods would be banned 
— thus leading to full employment for 
British workers. 

The British home market for cars 
could support an industry on the scale 
of that of the 1950s, if unfair foreign 
competition was banned. 

Car production is not the only 
industry which is shifting towards the 
third world. Almost any manufacturing 
production can be done cheaper in 
China — and if the Tories, Labour and 
Liberals have their way, this is 
precisely what will happen under their 
‘free market’ policies.

ASIAN WIFE SAYS: 
CRACK DOWN ON 
ARRANGED MARRIAGE 


An Asian mother living in Bradford has launched a campaign to 
tighten the law on arranged marriages. Sughra Begum says the 
practice is causing havoc as wives and husbands are left in the 
lurch after only months of marriage. 

Men often use local girls, she says, to gain British citizenship 
and ‘‘gain the benefits of social security, housing and hospital 


treatment.’ 


At the moment, an immigrant needs to remain married for only 
twelve months to qualify for citizenship. He or she is then free to 
divorce and begin a new life in Britain. Mrs Begum wants the 
qualifying period extended to seven years, with the option of 
repatriating an immigrant whose marriage had failed. 

Sughra Begum battled for six years to bring her Pakistani 
husband into Britain, but he deserted her after only six months. 
She wants the whole Asian community to unite in “‘stopping the 
scroungers and parasites” who use a marriage of convenience 
simply to enter the UK. And she says it might cut the spiralling 
crime rate among Asian youths caught up in the misery of a 


broken home.

SEXUAL ATTACK 


Detective Sergeant Nick Hudson 
said: ‘“This woman has changed from 
an outgoing lively person to a quiet 
introvert. We believe a serious sexual 
attack took place and have specially- 
trained officers trying to coax the story 
from her.” 

The attack has shocked and stunned 
local people in the St Matthews area of 
Leicester, which is normally a quiet, 
middle-class estate.

Police are playing down the racial 
aspect of the case, but some local 
whites told British Nationalist they 
feared the attack could have been 
racially-motivated. 


VIOLENT RAPE 


The attack is the latest in a series of 
violent rapes, sexual assaults and 
muggings carried out by American- 
style ‘wilding’ gangs. 

The term was coined by the New 
York press to describe urban gangs 
who prey on law-abiding citizens 


apparently at random. Often robbery 


does not appear to be the main reason 
for the attacks; the prime motive seems 
to be to simply to torture or humiliate 
the victims either by sexual assault or 
severe beating.

Sir: In the controlled press recently was 
an item about a Trade Union Congress 
(TUC) campaign to “fight the growing 
number of racial attacks around the 
country.”’ 
My first reaction was that this was 
wonderful news — having read in your 
newspaper about some of the vicious 
racial attacks perpetrated against white 
people. 
But it seems the TUC was only 


referring to the much rarer examples of 


racial attacks against black people, and 
the campaign was in fact being launched 
by the curiously titled ‘TUC Black 
Workers Conference’. : 

If the TUC was to hold a ‘White 
Workers Conference’, the media would 
surely call it ‘racist’ because it implied 
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the exclusion of blacks. It could be 
argued that it is whites who are more 
likely to be discriminated against,. 
particularly in jobs and housing, as was 
demonstrated in Tower Hamlets. The 
BNP won its by-election last year 
precisely on this issue. 

So often we see council job adverts 
stating that special consideration will be 
given to this or that ethnic minority 
group, yet it is illegal to discriminate in 
this way in favour of whites! 

No less an organisation than the BBC 
has announced that almost half the places 
in its 1994-95 training programme will be 
reserved for ethnic minorities, despite the 
fact that the ethnic population even in 
London is ‘only’ around twenty-five per 
cent. 

The sick, hypocritical apparatus of 
‘anti-racism’ is creating a climate of fear 
where white people are continually being 


blamed for the world’s ills.

CONSIDERING the fact that the 
British National Party has 
experienced three major electoral 
successes during the past twelve 
‘months, it is not surprising that the 


Establishment has reacted with, 


alarm and panic. 

In September of last year, when 
Derek Beackon became Britain’s first 
BNP councillor, establishment 
politicians and their apparatchiks in the 
race industry threw a wobbly. 

Within 48 hours of Derek’s victory, 
National Organiser Richard Edmonds 
and other senior BNP personnel were 


behind bars facing trumped up charges | 


of public disorder. Even BN editor 


John Morse was put in the frame,- 


though the judge later admitted the 
evidence was so flimsy the case was 
thrown out of court. 


HARASSMENT 


Nevertheless, it soon became clear 
that politicians from the Prime Minister 
downwards had ordered local police 
chiefs to ‘“‘collar the lot’? — BNP 
leaders across the country reported 
increased levels of police harassment. 

It seems the Establishment has now 
hit on a formula to entrap BNP 
activists. 

The method is simple, and involves 
communist troublemakers acting in 
collusion with the police. 

The reds create a disturbance or 
argument with BNP activists, where- 
upon the police suddenly appear and 
collar the unsuspecting BNP men. 

The BNP activists then face various 
serious disorder charges, and a left- 
wing jury, suitably propagandised by 
the ‘anti-racist? media, invariably 
convicts on the flimsiest (or even non- 
existent) evidence. 

A disturbing number of these 
incidents have been occurring all over 
the country over the past few months, 
and all activists should be on their 
guard. To put it bluntly, BNP activists 
are being ‘fitted up’.

that the senior police ranks are highly 
politicised, and almost always 
subscribe to the left-wing, ‘anti-racist’ 
views of their political masters. 
Otherwise they would not be promoted 
to such positions. 

It is essential that BNP activists 
avoid needless confrontations with. 
communist agitators. Often, such’ 
conflicts begin with verbal abuse by the 
reds and escalate to minor scuffles. 
Remember, that even the most minor 
physical contact, such as a push, could 
be exaggerated by the authorities into a 
serious disorder charge, resulting in 
several years in jail. 

On the whole, most BNP units are- 
sensible enough to avoid unnecessary 
violence such as this. Quite apart from 
the danger of arrest, it does not do our 
image any good with the public to be 
seen exchanging insults with 
communist gutter trash. 


CANVASSING 


It must be repeated again and 
again, that the BNP is now in the 
business above all of winning votes. 
The Millwall by-election, the council 
elections, and most recently the 
Dagenham Parliamentary by-election, 
have shown that the BNP has found the 
way to achieve big votes. That method 
is: Canvassing. 

A BNP campaign which involves 
large numbers of doorstep visits is 
almost certain to win big votes. 
Millwall was won by door-to-door 
canvassing. The big votes in London 
during the council elections were won 
by door-to-door canvassing (often the 
Party was only able to canvass ten or 
twenty per cent of the houses due to 
lack of manpower, yet even this effort 
yielded votes of over twenty per cent). 
John Tyndall’s retained deposit at 
Dagenham was won by door-to-door 
canvassing. If we had had time to 
canvass every house in the borough, 
the Party’s vote would have been many 
times higher still, and the BNP would 
have finished a strong second. 


SUPPORT FOR BNP POLICIES 


Countless opinion polls have shown 
that over eighty per cent of British 
people agree with BNP policies. It is 
therefore essential that we knock on 
their doors and talk to them, in order 
to win their ‘confidence. 

In those areas where this is done, 
the resulfs can ,be astonishing.
